Monday morning there was still a very 


heavy MI, and every indication of a return

We were afraid it would return 


before tbe boat could come off, but neverthe- 
le*s tbe signal was set, and for two hours we 
watched the shore but no boat appeared. The 
aajiatint bad great difficulty in getting a crew 
to man tlie boat, hot at last a speck in the dis- 
tance tol'l us they wero coming. 
It was a 


pleasant sight to see that frail boat H it came 
tossing along, now disappearing behind the 
huge seat and then raring unharmed from the 
gttiph. 
We feared they would turn back,

In the mean 
time wo hoisted up toe buoy (which is always 
lowered in a gale) end to clear the ice with 
which h WM covered, placed Joe, (as brave a 
fellow at ever lived,) in the chair and let it 
go by the run, fifty feet, crash into it; this «» 
penmeat we repeated iileen or twenty times 
before the ice was cleared, the boat having to 
wait, mtil it was done, at imminent risk of 
swamping every moment. Finally we hoisted 
him ia, aad 1, with one of Bennetts patent life 
preserven ia a tin box (instead of about my 
person SM the event proved it bad better been,) 
was lowered dowa antil a *ea struck tbe chair, 
when it WM rawed a little.

the Inner Minot, and wonnd our devious path 
among those famoas rocks of Cohassett, the 
boat dancing over the seas and the lusty oars- 
men bending their ashen sweeps ttndl she 
seemed to jump from billow to billow.

Mr. Bennett watched us aa we sped away 


until tbe last ledge was passed, and then we 
heard the deep toned bell ringing its merriest 
peal, and long may they live, the light house 
and its keeper, tbe preservers of property and 
life, a comfort and a blessing to thousands of 
souls. 


So ended my first and my last visit to the 


Eddy Stone of America; as a work of Art 
and a specimen of the productions of human 
skill it is equal to that world renowned fabric, 
but when yon look for the elements of safety 
and stability, I cannot but feel that they are 
wanting.

er of the Minot's Rock Light, has been placed 
in our hands by a gentleman of this city who 
was so unfortunate as to be detained at the 
light-house during the late gale. This letter 
contains some facts of startling interest in re- 
lation to this light, fully confirming the fears 
which have been expressed that the structure 
is of not sufficient strength to withstand the 
fury of the easterly gales, to which it ia con- 
stantly exposed. Mr. Bennett is a man of 
unquestionable courage, and not easily awed 
by danger. The statements in his lettei are 
fully confirmed by the gentleman through 
whom it was received, and who left the light- 
house at great personal risk yesterday:—Bos- 
ton Daily Jour.

Our lanthorn windows are all iced up out- 


side an inch thick, although we have a fire 
constantly burning; and it is not without im- 
minent peril that we can climb up outside to 
scrape it off, which I have done several times 
already. I have a driead of some' ship strik- 
ing against us, although, we have kept the bell 
constantly ringing all night. Our water is a 
solid mass of ice in the casks, which we have 
been obliged to cut to pieces with an nxe ere 
we could obtain any to drink.

the grout have their palaces and pleasure 
grounds surrounded with stone walls, and 
large fields enclosed with other fences, and all 
the land for 10, 20, or 30 miles around is 
theirs, with a few farmers with large farms, 
and high rentsaplaced upon it. There they 
are placed alone, in the midst of the earth !— 
with all their sympathies fixed on. their lands 
and buildings, their horses and their hounds ; 
and their flHlow-men, whom they should love 
as themselves, cast out landless and miserable, 
huddled together in towns, overlooked and 
despised. If the sympathies of such great 
men had always been right, and flowing to- 
wards the masses, what a different world we 
would have to-day] All experience proven 
that wealth tends to run into heaps, and a 
wise people, acting on the greatest good prin- 
ciple, will study to keep it as equally divided 
as practicable. We have in this State a num- 
ber of overgrown foreign land leviathans, 
who possess their 10, 20, 80 and 40,000 acres, 
each, of our land, while there 'ire -thousands 
of poor among us who cannot get an inch of 
land 1 Should this be so 1 Ltt\ us take warn- 
ing in time, and try to remedy Mich « itate of 
thing*. Let us agitate to get the publie land* 
ceded to each State, and then let us pass a 
law giving free terms to actual settlers, and 
pass a general land limitation bill, and we will 
be right for all time coming. It is not equali- 
ty in the stocks of merchants, or in goods, or 
commodities of any kind, that is aimed at, it 
is only in land, only to share the earth that 
God baa given unto all, as equally as possible, 
to secure the greatest good of the whole — that 
is aimed nt ; and it is a " consummation de- 
voutly to be wished." 
The earth is not a 


proper thing for people to speculate in. They 
cannot create it ; it is the gift of God to ait 
men in common.
